To THE FEDERATED CLUB WoMEN oF SouTH CAROLINA: 


ACH member of a federated club owes a dual alle- 
t. giance; first, to her own local elub and its interests; 
secondly, to the State Federation and its work. But 
this allegiance is not a divided one. There is no conflict 
here, but rather the completest harmony. Except for the 
individual clubs, the Federation could not exist. That is 
perfectly plain. Equally true it is, that without the active 
co-operation of the local clubs, the Federation cannot carry 
on its work successfully. This is not always so plain and 
so well understood. Indeed, the work of the Federation 
is but the united work of all the clubs directed along those 
lines in which concert of action is necessary to accomplish 
the desired results. 
I write this as the basis of a plea to each local club and to 
each member of the local clubs to take an active part in the 
work of our State Federation. You have your own local 


work to do and it is an important one; I am willing to 


concede that it is of prime importance. Then see to it that 
it is done well. But do not stop there. As Federated 
women you must believe that the State work is also im- 
portant. Remember then that you have a duty to discharge 
in connection with this work. Does some one say, “What 
is my duty; what can I do?” Permit me then to try to 
point out plainly some things, at least, which you may do 
this year to aid the Federation. 

In calling special attention to one department of the 
Federation’s work it is not my purpose to emphasize this 
at the expense of others, but to obtain the best results it 


_ does seem that the Federation ought to lay stress each year 


On some one department. This, I believe, was the sense 
of the last convention, and if my impressions of that meet- 
ing are correct, the convention itself indicated the line 
along which stress should be laid this year. Through its 
cHairman, Mrs. Ansel, the Committee fon Reformatory 
Schools made a full report which awakened a great deal of 
nest After an earnest discussion, at the suggestion of 
Mrs. sel, Mrs. Patterson, the retiring President, was 
appointed to carry on the work, with full power to call to 
her aid such help as she might deem necessary. Mrs. Pat- 
terson will in due time announce her committees and her 
plans. 

I wish now to urge the co-operation of every Clubwoman 
in South Carolina in this undertaking. It is not necessary 
for me to attempt to convince you of the importance of 
such a school. Every clubwoman knows the crying need of 


a place where the youthful law-breaker may be put, in or- 


der that he may be reformed rather than set in his evil ten- 
dencies. It is only necessary to mention this subject to 
arouse the sympathy of every right thinking woman. But 


something more than sympathy is needed: work, earnest, 
systematic, individual work must be done if a Reformatory 
School, adequate for our need, is to be established. Does 
some one still ask, “What can I do?” You can do this, 
you can help to create a proper public sentiment on this sub- 
ject; and that is what is needed first. The conscience of a 
whole people must be aroused. When once this is done, the 
legislature of the State will do the rest. Do you ask, “How 
can I help to create public sentiment in favor of a Reform- 
atory?’ Well, you: have friends, talk to them on this 
subject. Women can talk: men even concede this. Get 
your friends and acquaintances interested; ask them to 
talk about it. If you have a husband or a son, get him to 
say a word about the need of such a school. See your 
pastor; he may not object to speaking on this subject in 
public—certainly he would be willing to help in such a 
cause in a private way. Possibly you are well acquainted 
with some newspaper editor. Call his attention to the mat- 
ter and ask him to urge action through his paper. If you 
feel like it, write an article forthe paper yourself. Get the 
sympathy and aid of your school teachers. They are al- 
ways willing to help in such a cause, and they have influ- 
ence. It may be you are in a position to speak to some 
member of the legislature. Don’t hesitate to do so in a 
quiet way. Create public sentiment in your community by 
any means that are womanly. You owe it to yourself, you 
owe it to the children. It is your peculiar mission, for wo- 
men think more about children and their welfare than men 
do. 

Let the more than two thousand clubwomen in the State — 


do all in their power to advance this great cause this year 


and the day will surely come when their labors will show - 
great results. We may not see the results this year, or the 
next, but we can still work and wait, conscious of having 
done our duty.

The programmes are usually short, rarely exceeding forty 
or fifty minutes. There are no long papers written, the aim 
being to secure short talks on assigned topics, followed by 
a general discussion of same. 
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Each lesson is usually accompa by a number of pic- 
tures illustrating the subject. or representing the best by the 
artist studied. Each member considers it her duty and. pleas- 
ure to bring to each meeting all the information and pic- 
tures she may find bearing on the lesson. 

The object of this club is study, but like most women’s 
clubs, it has not been content with self-culture merely, but 
has extended a helping hand to others outside its circle. 
Last year the Greensboro Art Club gave fifteen volumes 
of Art books to the city library, secured a good Art period- 
ical for the same, and greatly increased the interest of the 
library readers. in this subject.

“General. Notes. 


[Account of Board Meeting of the General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, held in St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 14th-16th, 1904. ] 


The Board of Directors of the General Federation met 
at 1 Parkland Place, St. Louis, Mo., Sept 14-16 inclus- 
ive. Every member was present with the exception of the 
auditor, Dr. Kendall, who is still in Europe, and Mrs. Chas. 
Perkins, of Tennessee, who was detained on account of the 
illness of her daughter. The main business of the meetings 
was devoted to the appointing of various committees. It 
will not be possible to give the names of, these chairmen_ 
and members as there may be necessary additions and sub- 
stitutions by the Executive Committee. However, all:com- 
mittees were appointed and all members had been notified 
by the Corresponding Secretary before the Board ad- 
journed. The policy in making appointments was to rep- 
resent every State on some one of the various committees. 
Beside the regular standing committees it was decided to 
create an advisory committee of College Presidents to act 
with the Educational Committee; an advisory committee of 
experts to act with the Industrial and Child Labor Com- 
mittees ; an advisory committee made up of Ex-State Pres- 
idents, one from each State Federation to act with the Leg- 
islative Committee; to create a Committee for Pure Foods 
as a sub committee of the Household Economics Commit- 
tee. Several Board Committees were also formed, such as 
Council Committee, Press Committee, and a Committee on 
Bureau of Information. It was also decided to have a Lit- 
erature Committee. 


The Board decided upon Chatauqua, N. Y., or Atlantic 
City, New Jersey, as the place for the Council meeting; the 


-second week in June as the probable time. There will also 


be a Board meeting wherever the Council meets. 

The Board, while listening to the plans for an indepen- 
dent Biennial, unanimously accepted the invitation from 
Minnesota and decided to hold the next Biennial at St. 
Paul. The two questions that caused the greatest interest 
were the plans for establishing a Bureau of Information, 
and the question of disseminating General Federation news 
to the-greatest number of Club women. It was decided that 
a committee should formulate plans for the establishing of 
such a Bureau, publish these plans generally and that the 
establishment be left to the discretion of the President. 
The Board held a meeting with several Club journal edi- 
tors who were present in response to the invitation issued by 


Mrs. Decker, the President of the Federation. Those pres- 


ent were Mrs. Doré Lyon, editor Club Woman magazines, — 
G. F. W. C. official organ; Miss Louisa Poppenheim, man- 

ager of The Keystone, representing official organ of State 
Federations of North Carolina, South Carolina, Mississippi 
and Florida. Mrs. May Alden Ward, editor of Massachu- 
setts Federation Bulletin, representing State Federations 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island; Mrs. Mary I. Wood, edi- 
tor of New Hampshire Magazine, official organ of New 
Hampshire State Federation; Miss Obenauer, editor of 
the Courant the official organ of the State Federations of 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, North and South Dakota; Miss 
Florence Hayward, who was chairman of the Press Com- 
mittee for the St.-Louis Biennial; Miss Wynne, represent- 


-ing the Globe-Democrat, of St. Louis, Mo.; Mrs. Scott, 


representing the Lincoln Star, Nebraska. There was much 
informal discussion which resulted in the appointment by 
the Board of a Press Committee for the General Federa- 
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tion, who should meet with Mrs.. Lyon, the editor of 
G. F. W. C. “official organ’” and the various sectional or- 
gans on the afternoon of Sept. 16th and discuss future 
plans. No definite plans were formulated, but the Press 
Committee of the ‘Board will receive suggestions from all 


club women as to the best means of spreading General 


Federation information in every section. Although the 
Board went to St. Louis expecting to devote its entire time 
to its business meetings, we were prevailed upon to accept 
an invitation from the World’s Fair Committee of the 
Wednesday Club at a most delightful afternoon in the Jap- 
anese Gardens, where Miss Bernice gave an informal talk 
on her recent trip to Japan, and where we enjoyed delight- 
ful refreshments and were presented with beautiful Japa- 
nese souvenirs. Mrs. Lyon gave an elaborate lunch to the

EXTRACTS FROM BY-LAWS OF GENERAL FEDERATION OF 
WOMEN’S CLUBS. | 


ARTICLE 


SECTION 1. Every organization desiring to join the General Federation shall 
make application through its president to the President of the General Federa- 
tion. The application must show that no sectarian or political test is required 
for membership, that the organization will have been in existence at least one 
year at the time of the next Biennial; that it is not a secret society; that no one 
of its members is affiliated with any organization which tolerates, either by 
practice or teaching, violation of national or state laws, and that it agrees to the 
constitution and by-laws of the General Federation. 

SECTION 2. From a State where a club is a member of the State Federation, 
it would also be eligible to the General Federation if recommended to its Exec- 
. utive Board by the Executive Board of the State Federation; the power of admis- 
sion to remain as given in Article II of the By-Laws as follows: 

The application must be accompanied by. the constitution and by-laws of the 
organization applying for membership and must also state whether the organi- 
zation has at — time been a member of the General Federation. 

SECTION 3. The President shall refer all applications for membership to the 
Committee on Membership appointed by the Board of Directors for its action 
upon the same. 

SECTION 4. The committee shall admit no organization whose application is 
not filed with the President of the General Federation at least ninety days pre- 
ceding the first day of the Biennial meeting. 

SECTION 5. Any organization which has withdrawn from the General Fed- 
eration or whose membership has lapsed on account of non-payment of dues, 
may be re-instated within two years by the payment of all dues to the time of 
re-admission. If two’ years have elapsed since withdrawal or lapse of membership, 
the organization may only be admitted by making application in regular form. 


ARTICLE III. 


—— 6. The annual dues of clubs of fewer than twenty-five members shall 
2.50. 


Clubs numbering twenty-five members or more shall be at the rate of ten 
cents per capita.

What is Civil Service Reform ? 


[The following letters should be read and acted upon by all Women’s 
Clubs in the General Federation. Club women generally should 
bring the matter up in their October club meetings. ] 


My DEAR MADAM PRESIDENT :— 


At the meeting of the General Federation of Women’s 


Clubs held in St. Louis, it was voted to make Civil Service 
Reform one of the main issues the next two years, and to 
ask each individual club to devote its first meeting in Janu- 
ary, 1905, to the Merit System. 


As Chairman of the Civil Service Committee, I wish to. 


call your attention to this action of the Federation, and to 


ask you to do all you can to help us fulfill the requirements 
of this vote. 


I am enclosing a letter from our new president, Mrs. 
Decker, to whom we owe the suggestion of the January 


meetings. She speaks from years of experience, and is | 


thoroughly familiar with the subject as a practical issue. I 


realize that many clubs arrange their programmes in the 


spring; and in case your dates for January are already filled, 
and it would be impossible to make our subject a part of 
your pre-arranged programme, allow me to suggest a spec- 
ial meeting for its consideration. May I ask you to inform 
me as to your plans for co-operation with us and their suc- 
cess, in order that I may have correct information as to the 
condition of our work throughout the country ?

My DEAR PRESIDENT :— 

oe In making my plea to you, upon this subject, 
I shall confine myself to the phase which has been of the 
greatest interest to me, and with which I am most conver- 
sant, because of seven years of membership upon a State 
Board of Charities and Correction. _ 

The question of Civil Service, or the Merit System, in 
State Institutions, is one that should be of constant and liv- 


ing interest to every thoughtful citizen. : 


By “State Institutions” we mean those having in charge 
persons who are referred to in conferences and reports, as 
the ‘‘Dependent, Defective and Delinquent,’’—but in “club” 
language, we should call them the “poor and unfortunate, 


the sick and the sinning.” 


In a majority of State Institutions, the modus operandi 
of appointing Boards, Superintendents, Attendants,—even 
Teachers, Physicians, Chaplains,—down to the most hum- 
ble positionw—is to reward the political workers of the 
party newly elected to power. A new Governor is elected. He 
is immediately besieged to appoint as Warden of the Pent- 
tentiary or Superintendent of the Insane Asylum, or Su- 


pervisor of the Home for Dependent Children,—not the 


expert in Criminology,—not the man who knows the history 


and results of such work,—not he who is an expert in the 


needs of the sick mind.—not the man who will make for the 


homeless, friendless children a home,—who will inspire 


them to believe that there is a future for even them. Is your 
Governor expected to think of all these things? Not at all! 


He is expected to fill these responsible positions with men 


who carried their precincts or counties at his election. No 
thought is given to the fact that these men will be entrusted 
with the care of hundreds of citizens, upon whose proper 
making depends the weal or woe of the Commonwealth. 
All the positions in the Institution are filled in the same, de- 
plorable fashion, the Superintendent frequently being al- 


lowed no selection of his assistants and officers, but being | 


obliged to reward party followers in every instance. When 
their term of office has ended, the new party makes. a clear 
sweep, putting in the same class of people for the same 
reason. 

And now, may I take your time to explain exactly. what 
we mean by ‘Civil Service” in such Institutions >—and you 
will pardon my using as an illustration an institution in my 
own State. One of our eight Institutions is a School for the 
Mute and Blind. Think for a moment of the helplessness 
of the inmates of such a place,—little children deprived of 
one of the two most important senses,—either deaf and 
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_ dumb or sightless. For eight years there lial been a Super- 
intendent who has been left undisturbed in his position. This 
splendid man is not only Superintendent, Financial Mana- 
ger, Instructor and Friend, but he has been above and be- 
yond all else, Father, Mother and Home to each afflicted 
child coming under his care. 

To the credit of the Governors and parties be it said that 
they have not been interested in the Superintendent’s polit- 
ical affiliations. The concern of the people of the State has 
not been whether he voted for John Smith or John Jones— 
but that he had been faithful to the sacred trust imposed 
upon him. This is the ‘Merit System.”’ Will you not 
make an effort in your club to know the conditions of your 
State Institutions, and to further the establishment of the 

Merit System?

Visit your institutions; try to put high-minded, trained

HE following is copied from the publications of the 
Southern History Association, Nov., 1903, and will 
be interesting reading for all U. D. C’s.: 

South Carolina Women in the Confederacy.—Records 
collected by Mrs. A. T. Smythe, Miss M. B. Poppenheim 
and Mrs. Thomas Taylor. 

As early as 1896 one of these intelligent ladies began 
urging the Daughters to collect data for the history of 
woman's work in the Confederacy. A committee was ap- 
pointed the next year, which energetically pushed the task, 
naturally meeting with the usual apathy in the study of the 
past. But they persevered until they had the manuscript 
ready for the printer. They then moved on the State Leg- 
islature and, of course, got the appropriation for putting it 
in type—$500 for 300 copies to be distributed to “schools 
and institutions.” 

There are some sixty papers which may be grouped 
mostly about six subjects : (1) relief work in 1861-65, such 
as providing food, clothing, medicine; (2) experiences of 
the war in general; (3) scenes in Charleston: (4) burning 
of Columbia; (5) Sherman’s raiders; (6) reconstruction. 

The whole consists of extracts from war issues of news- 
papers, of diaries, of minutes, of personal reminiscences, 
with very few pages based on other than the writer’s own 
knowledge, nearly every word from woman’s pens or lips. 
Although there are harrowing tales of privations, hard- 
ships, rough treatment, of wanton, barbarous destruction, 


there is practically no survival of bitterness to the present, 


still less of weak wailing over losses. It is generally the 
tone of well-bred, refined women telling of scenes they had 
passed through—all vivid, realistic, some lively, even gay 
and humorous, 

It is mass of evidence to the character of the people and 
the conduct of the war and the efforts the women made to 
aid their brothers in the camp. 

The list of Women’s Associations (pp. 21-25), though 
confessedly meager, speaks loudly for female devotion. 
Even when they relate the robbery and plundering they 
unconsciously testify how much better nature the American 
soldier had than his comrades in any other great contest in 
the world, because it is stated here that even amid the riot 
and beastiality of the burning of Columbia no “personal 
insult” was offered to women, (p. 325)). This the best 
endorsement of Gen..\V. T. Sherman's boast that with all 


the licence of his force he allowed no assaults upon women— 


an immeasurable superiority over all the Europeans that 


_marched upon Pekin in 1g00. 


The book is a mine of original material of the highest 
value, which the earnest student will carefully ponder, as it 
is from first hand data that genuine histories have to be 
written. Necessarily it is in the main a one-sided view, but 

all the more will it be treasured by the thoughtful investi- 
gator, because it is only by the judicial weighing of all, even 
the extremest testimony on both sides, that the scales of 
truth will come to a balance.

HE Robert E. Lee Chapter U. D. C. of Anderson, on. 
Friday, August 5th, entertained the Women of the > 
Confederacy. Invitations wete issued to every wo- 
man in the city who had been old enough during the War 
to realize the condition of the country, and to participate in 
the sorrow, anxiety and work for the soldiers of the times. 
The beautiful home of Mrs. Eva Sloan Murray was un- 
reservedly placed at the disposal of the Chapter. Besides — 
the women of the sixties, the Dixie and Palmetto Chapters 


were invited, and their officers asked to assist in receiving. 


On the appointed afternoon, the rooms were thronged, 
not as is usual in a gathering of women, with gayly dressed 
ladies, but with gray-haired women clad in somber black;
